head tax oa Chinese the Attorney- 
Geueral expressed the fear that the Bill 
■would bo declared uuconstitutioual at 
Ottawa Wo say he expressed 
thatfoan^Subsequenti proceedings con' 
Tin'ce uslfiat he* did not express -wliat 

■ his real feelings on the subject wera If 
one could have got behind the facial 

■ mask, have torn away the thin veil of 
hypocrisy that hid his real thoughts, 
it would havo been seen that the leader 
of the Government hoped that the Bill 
■would bo disallowed at Ottawa. Such 
has -been the drift and tendency of 
legislation on this all- important subject. 
Mr. Walkom, and the members of the 
House who are largo employers of 
Chinese labor, have taken good care 
that the Bill shall be declared unconsti- 
tutional by introducing clauses that are 
repugnant to common sense as well as 
common law, and the Attorney-General 
has himself given a cue for the di.sallow- 
auce of the Bill by expressing a belief 
in its unconstitutionality. With the 
object of removing any clauses that 
might be deemed objectionable at Ot- 
ta-\va' The Colonist and the Opposition 
made suggestions to the Govornment 
which were not accepted, because in 
order to .'-incuro the disallowance of the 
Bill it is necessary (in the opinion of its 
promoters) that it shall go forward to 
Ottawa with all its imperfectiona If 
it is disallowed there the Government 
and the large emijloyera of Chinese la- 
bor who occupy seats in the House 
will cast tlio odium on the Dominion 
Govornment, and will turn about and 
say totheir dupes, "Gentlemen, we have 
fulfilled our election pledges." That is 
all there is in the Bill. It ■was drawn 
expressly to be declared inoperative. 
But if some of the amendments that 
were proposed had been adopted there 
would have been a far difterent tale to 
relate to-day. On Sunday wo expressed 
a hope that no memorial against the 
Bill irould be sent to Ottawa, where- 
upon tha Standard — a cesspool of poli- 
tical nastiness — asserts that we have 
changed front. Changed front, indeed 1 
Wo challenge our contemporary to pro- 
duce from the columns of The Colonist 

« a single line or article in favor of the 
class of persons of whom the Bill treats. 
We ha'V'O always strongly opposed the 

■ employment of Chinese on public 
works, and have always urged the im- 
position of a head-tax. We are not 
afraid of our record. Can the Standard 
say as mucli ? Can it deny that in 
the month of August, 1875, it did not 
publish a leading article upbraiding The 
Colonist forchampioningthe causeof the 
white laborers in which occurred the 
following lines : 

"We know of one contractor on a 
section of the Westminster- Yale wagon 
road who made up his mind.to employ 
none but white men on his job, and ac- 
cordingly engaged the services of all 

~ the men ho required in this city and 
paid their fare from Iiere to New West- 
minster. Thej went to work, and all 
went well enough till the first pay day, 
but no sooner did they get their money 
than they marched off to New West- 
minster — this was on Saturday even- 
ing-— imd^the following Monday more 
than one-half of them were absent from 
duty, drinking and carousing in the 
city, and his work was nearly suspend- 
ed in consequence. As ho was under 
bonds to have his contract completed 
by-' ascertain date, he -was compelled to 

^ come down again to Victoria for more 
help, and this time employed a number 
of Chinamen, -who worked faithfully 
and -well until his contract was comple- 
ted. Had it not been for the China- 
men he assured us it would havo been 
impossible for him to havo completed 
his contract in the time specified, and 
he Would have been a heavy loser by 
the transaction. Now, these are the 
kind of men The Colonist would havo 
protected by e.Kceptional legislation 
from fair competition with C'hinam<yi." 

Who has changed front on the Chi- 
nese question ? The -paper that could 
■write and print^'such atrooious senti- 
ments as the above, cr The Colonist, 
whose exertions in behalf of the white 
laborers drew down on its head the 
condemnation of the Standard, in 1875 ! 
We are asked to explain by our con- 
temporary why we are uow anxious to 
have the Bill become law? We answer, 
first": because, notwithstanding its im- 
perfections, it will be better than none ; 
and, second : because should it become 
law its introducer and supporters will 
be the most disappointed set of men- in 
tho Province. The measure was fram- 
ed expressly to be disallowed ; and if it 
is allowed there will be sackcloth and 
ashes and weeping and wailing at James 
Bay and along the east side of Govern- 
ment etreot. The Attorney-General, 
as we havo shown, was the first to cast 
doubt on the constitutionality of tho 
Bill) and n corrcnpondent assei'ts that 
one of the City members who support- 
ed it chuckles with the knoAvledge that 
the first attempt to collect the tax -will 
bo made the signal for an appeal to tho 
Supreme Court by the Chinese. Leg- 
islation has fallen to a low ebb, indeed, 
•when the entire governmental andJeg- 
islative machinery of tho Province can 
bo used to perpetrate an impudent .. and 
unblushing fraud on the -white workiiag 
classes. Let the Bill go forward on its, 
own merits. It may be that tho Do- 
minion Government, taking into con- 
Bideration the exceptional state of things 
in this Province, will allow it to become 
law, in which case — well, we should 
just like to bo present at an interview 
between Mr. Walkem and the second 

. member for the City — Mr. Wilson. 
How they w'ill seize each other by the 
throat, and dance on each other's body, 
tear out each other's hair and mash each 
other generally, all the while crying in 
duet— "I'll teach you how to draw 
up a Chinese Bill ; I'll show you how 



to 'bust' tho boot and shoe business ; 
I'll give you a lesson in making the 
Government ridiculous ; I'll show you 
the way to get a Bill declared uncon- 
stitutional at Ottawa ! " -while tho peo- 
ple stand by and insist upon an en- 
core. By all means let the BiU become 
law. j'XWe know of no more: : e%stual 
method of ; disappointing the 'Govern- 
ment and -ita friends than by securing 
some sort of protection to the white 
workingmen against the Chinese, Our 
present fear is that the Government 
-will proceed at once to point out the 
illegalititis in.the measure so as to uM^l^is 
sure its disallowance. They should be 
closely watched.

It would seem to be a matter of im- 
possibility for members on the Govern- 
ment side of the House to do an^'thing 
in accordance with constitutional usage 
and precedent. Wo find the Attorney- 
General fathering a Bill to tax the 
Chinese — an excellent measure in pririr 
ciplo ; but dragging into it sections and 
provisions that render its disallowance 
at Otta-ra highly probable. Wo find 
tho same gentleman introducing a 
measure to tax insurance companies, 
when had ho taken the trouble to refer 
to the Constitution Act of the Dominion 
ho would have soon that a tax of the 
kind is entirely beyond tho power of 
local legislatures to impose. And, as if 
these instances wore not suflicient, ]Mr. 
Drunmiond wa.s fain to rise in Com- 
mittee on Priday and move to impose a 
tax on physicians and surgeons. The 
motion was carried Mr. Drummond 
was certainly not to blamo for the faux 
pait. Tho Government pocketed tho 
aflfront meekly, and nothing more would 
havo been heard of the matter if Dr. 
.■^h had not risen yesterday to object 
to the Crown surrendering its preroga- 
tive. The Attorney-General 'confessed 
that the proceeeding "^vas irregular ; 
but urged that it should have been 
objected to at tho time by the House. 
But it was tho Government's preroga- 
tive as well as the rules of the House 
that were infringed (prerogative takes 
precedence of rules) and why did 
not the Government object? ;Mr. 
Speaker was asked by Dr. Ash to rule 
and, of course, ruled in favor of tam\>- 
ering with the Crown's prerogative- 
When authority was demanded ho took 
till to-day to consider the point, and 
the adoption of the Bill went over for 
one day. Tlio Government, and at least 
a majority of their supporters, -would 
appear to bo laboring under dry-rot of 
the brain, from sheer incapacity to un- 
derstand tho simplest matter of detail-

Mr. Ash objeclod on the grounds that 
a clause of the bill imposing a tax had 
been irregularly introduced, not . having 
been transmitted to tho House by a mes- 
sage from the Lieut. -Governor. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tlio objoctiou 
should havo boon taken when in commit- 
too. Whilst admitting tho force of what 
tho hon. member had said it w.'is out of 
order to allude to anything that transpired 
in connnittcc lunv.

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of a bill to make further provision 
for tho administration of justice. The 
aim of tho bill was to pro\ ide the Prov- 
ince with a better class of justice. It was 
lioped that it would bo able to show tlio 
Dominion- Government th^t "the measure 
would affect a saving and at tho same time 
provide for tho Mainland two extra judges, 
gentlemen whoso minds had boon legally 
trained. The bill was, in fact, the oll- 
spring of tho Law Society. By it judges 
of tho Supromo Court would bo recpiired 
to do tho work pertaining to County 
Courts, and instead of having, a3 at pres- 
ent, eight judges, tho number would bo 
reduced to live. The jurisdiction of 
County Court judges would be increased 
and thus much inconvenience experienced 
on tho Mainland would be remedied. It 
was not proposed that tho Province should 
bo districted. The Law Society had 
thought it better that it should not be, 
although ho (Mr. W.) individually was of 
tho contrary opinion. 

Mr. Smitho said the measure v,-ixr, one 
that made lion, gentlemen regret tliat 
there was only one lawyer ameraborof tho 
House. The Opposition* had no member 
of.the legal profession on their side of tho 
House, but they wcro prepared to make 
tho best of tho moaauro. Ho did not 
think tho bill was a step in tho right 
direction, for whilst admitting that great 
inconvenience existed .among litigants on 
the Mainland he was of opinion that the 
inconvenience might liavo boon remedied 
by an extension of the jiu-isdiction of 
County Courts. He feared that tlie bill 
would lower tho difjhity of the Supremo 
Coui:t,.and ho tliought it waa the duty of 
the Houso instead of lowering thoir stains 
to exalt it as much as pos.'sible. Ho- felt 
assured the bill was a rotrogrc-isive step. 
In tho past tho country has been able to 
sustain both Supremo and County Cciurts, 
but it was now jn'oposod to make the 
higher judge perform tho functions of tho 
lower court. ^ Appeals would be virtually 
abolished, for instead of a litigant being 
able to appeal from a lower to a higher 
court, ho would have to appeal froni one 
of tho Supreme Court judges to two Su- 
premo Court judges, one of whom might 
be tho judge appealed from. Thus it 
would literally be applealing from Cajsar 
to Csesar. Tliis ho did not consider cither 
satisfactoi-y or desirable. With reference 
to the retirement of tho present County 
Court judges ho did not think it was the 
duty of tho Houso to roliovo tho Dominion 
Government of a trifling cost, thereby 
sacrificing tho ofliciciicy of our law limits. 
Ho was largely in favor of reducing the 
cost of litigation, but ho sadly feai'od that 
tho measure under discussion woidd not 
effect that desirable result. Ho was sin- 
cerely sorry that the bill would neither 
in)provo the standing of our law courts 
nor effect' saving in tho cost of justice. 
If he stood alone thoi-ofore he would have 
to record his vote against its Hocond read- 
ing. 

Mr. Ash supported tho measure and ox- 
proBSod a hope that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment would permit it to become law. Ho 
alluded to tho administration of justice by 
.Judgo Necdliani, who dc.dt witli County 
Court cases generally to tho entire satifac- 
tion both of defendant and plaintift'. Ho 
did not see that tlioro could bo anything 
degrading in a judgo sitting on a case 
wliere a small amount,was.iii„diBputo, tho 
principle being tho'samd as'iri 'cases where 
larger sums ^vcro at stake. Ho imagined^ 
tliat tho Government h.ad introduood; the" 
measure because it waa I'oally palpable 
that there was no moro judicial duty to be 
transacted in tho Province than could bo 
performed by the Supreme Court judges. 
(Hear, hear,) 



The qaestion wasthjm'.piit^im&;ji^^ 
was read a second tirne and 'committed, 
BIr. fiarris in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that tho ai-gu- 
mont of tho leader of tho Opposition was 
absurd; it was ridiculous to suppose that 
because tho amount of money a Supreme 
Court judgo waa to abjudicate on ivaa re- 
duced that his di^iy waslowisred.mtli it. 

Mr. Smitho said ho had niade no state- 
ment to that cfTect. Whathohads.iid was 
that tho biU would bring tlio Supromo 
Court judgo in close contact with tho gen- 
eral public and that tlie coiisequenco would 
bo that thoir dignity woidd be lowered 
in tlio oyea . of the imleamod. Tho 
supremo court would bo •''placed '' on' a 
level with the county court and the' court 
of .appeal would bo abolished. . .JTirtually 
any appeal made would be an appeal from 
C;esar to Ciesar. (Hear.) 

Clause 1, authorizing tho Dominion 
Govemiuout to appoint two additional 
judges, passed without dcbato. 

Clause 2 waa amended, on .motion of 
Hon. Sir. Walkom, so as to niake it ini- 
peiativo tliat not less than three of tho 
live judges shall reside on the Jlainland. 

Iklr. Bcaven spoko in favor of amalga- 
mating county court and criminal juris- 
diction. Ho believed it would remedy an 
evil that had long existed whereby any 
person accused of a crime .■was compelled 
to wait for months for a trial because tho 
county court judgos had no jurisdiction. 
Tho measure now introduced would facili- 
tate tho wheels of justice and was pecu- 
liarly applicable to tho reipiirements of 
tho country. 

Clause 3, amalgamating tho jurisdic- 
tion of Supreme and County Courts, pjiss- 
cd. 

Claiuse 4 — Mr. Vernon suggested that 
appeals from tho dociaioiis of tiio County 
Court should bo heard by at least throe 
Supromo Court Judges instead of two, 
because it was quite possible that ouo of 
the two might bo tho judgo who gave the 
original decision. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho (pies- 
tion was a matter of cost. It was under- 
stood that neither of the judges constitut- 
ing tho Court of Appeal would bo the 
judgo wlioso decision in tlie County Court 
was appealed from. (Hear). 

Tho clause p.assed. 

Subserpient clauses, pertaining to tho 
duties of tho clerks of tho court, proco- 
duro, rehearings, general rules for tho 
enabling of actions at law passed and the 
committee rogorted the bill comploto w^ith 
amendments. 

Ordered that tho report be ctJhsidered 
to-morrow. 

TUI'SI'AS.S ACT. 

Mr. Mclluioyl moved tho second read- 
ing of a bill to amend an act to aflbrd 
owners and occupiers a summary remedy 
in certain cases of trcspa.sa. Ho said tho 
bill simply defmed the meaning of the 
term "trcs])asser" in the bill of _ 1877, as 
follows: — "any person found inside an en- 
closure without tho consent of the owner 
or occupier thereof shall bo deemed a tres- 
passer." It also amouded the original 
act by striking out the word "cultivated" 
as it had been found that trespass was fre- 
quently conunittcd on land that -was mere- 
ly fenced in, tho fences being thrown 
down and destroyed. Tho bill was so 
roa.souablo that ho did not anticipate any 
oppo.sition to it. 

i\[r. Evans opposed tho bill and said it 
would bo dangerous in a few years evon 
to look over a fence much loss to attempt 
to recover one's Imt in the event of its 
blowing over. 

Mr;-Helge30ii spoke strongly in favor 
of the Bill and said it was intended to 
deal with trespassers who . were in tlio 
habit of cither carelessly or ^rilfully dam- 
aging property. 

Ml-. Yeriioii supported the measure .and 
said tho word " cultivated" in tho origin- 
al bill literally destroyed its value. 

Hon. Mr. Beavoii violently opposed tho 
bill and characterized it as a most mon- 
strous measure. 

Mr. Smithe said the j?nly fault ho found 
with the bill was that it did not go far 
enough. No ont5 has a right to trcspa.ss 
on another man's property without his 
consent. It was just as bad as a man go- 
going behind tho moniber for Victoria's 
counter and making himself at homo on 
premises that did not belong to hiui. No 
one had a right to intrude upon anothor 
man's privicy, whether it was the privicy 
of his houso, his garden or his farm, and 
ho considorod that no one v.dio bad any 
self-respect would desire to travel over an- 
other man's property, in pursuit of game 
or otherwise, -without previously seeking 
.and obtaining tho owner's consent. Ho 
characterised Mr. Bcaven'a remarks about 
the rock and swamp which were alleged to 
be public property, because they had never 
boon paid for, as absurd. Ho said it might 
just as reasonably bo alleged some time in 
tho future that all those settlors who now, 
under the Pro-omption Act, obtain Crown 
grants without payment of any purchase 
money, should bo devoid of right and title 
to their holdings. At tho time ,tho land 
rcforrod to by Mr. Beavcn was alienated 
from tho Crown, parties had to purchase 
at tjie rate of fivo dollars per aero, and as 
barren rock was not considered to bo 
worth that price, it was by authority 
conveyed to purchasers of contiguous land 
for nothing. Parties wlio had _ thus 
obtained rock and swamp land held it by 
Crown grant, and it.w.as as much tlieirs 
as if they had purchased it at §100 per 
aero. Damage could bo done by trespass 
on uncultivated land as well .as on, culti- 
vated, and it was quito itropor that the 
amendment contemplated by the bill 
should be made. In many instances a 
fence encloses cultivated and uncultivated 
land alike and as the law now is a man 
may with his dogs and gun cross tho fence 
into tho uncultivated ground Avith impu- 
nity, fuid when tburo the dogs, untrained 
and out of control of tho would-be hunter, 
will probably bo in such a case, will chase 
the game into, or search for the game in, 
tho standing grain that may be found 
within the same enclosaro, or there may 
bono grain in tho field, but shoop and niilcli 
cows may bo depasturing on tho natur- 
al grasses, and the dogs, instead of pur- 
suing their lcgitimy,to business, that of 
hunting game, may worry tho sheep or 
chase tho cows. Anyone knows that 
milch cows heated by being driven by 
doga aro injured to n. serious extent. Tho 
simplest and most forcible argument that 
could be adduced was that the fanner h;ul 
a just claini to bo allowed to do as ho lik- 
ed witli his own. This bill in a measure 
give him and he would tlierefore heartily 
eupport its seeond reading. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho had 
geiier.ally opposed this kind of legislation ; 
but his constituents having instructed 
him to voto for a liill introduced by 
Dr. Toliiiie, he found that there was a 
reiiuiremont for such, an act. as the pres- 
ent and ho would tHerpfore support tho 
measure. 

After further discussion, in which Mr. 
Walkem, Mr. Abranis, and Mr. Druni- 
mond opposed, and Air. McGilliATay and 
'Mr. Bennett Buimorte'd-'the bilii'-it was 
committed, Mr. ■Drummond in tho 'chair. 
An amcndniont designed to neutralize 
the measure -was moved . by Mr. Beaven 
but tho bill passed tlie committee and 
the House .adjouriied till 2 p.m. Tuesday.

The steamer Otter .arrived at 2.30 a. m. 
ycsterdaj' from Fort Wrangel and way 
ports with §20,000 in treasure, 2,170 ciiaes 
of salmon from tho Windsor Cannuig 
Company .and tho North Western Com- 
mercial Company at Inverness, 100 bbls. 
of oil, 50 bbls. salt s.almon, and the fol- 
lowing passengers ; — .T. Dawson, P Car- 
digan, J. Justino, A. DeCosmos, Christie, 
Welch, Mrs. Tomlinson and children, and 
.about 20 in tho steerage. She roiwrtstho 
water very high in tho river and the 
stc.amors running regularly. Tho" run of 
fish at tho cannorios li.os been voiy good 
and they aro now waiting for tlia second 
run. Tho Otter p.assed tho stoainor Cali- 
fornia bound up at Fort Simpson .and tho 
steamer Giappler near Bella P.ell.a. « 

Tho news from Cassiar on tho whole is 
satisfactory. Messrs. Phillips and Daw- 
son, who arrived hero yesterday on the 
Otter, brought down with them two very 
handsome nuggets, weighing §200 and 
8150 respectively, taken from their claim, 
situate on tho lir.st North Fork of JIc- 
Damo Creek. It is also stated that thoir 
claim has yielded them during thepreaoiit 
season some §20,000. JfcDame Crock 
w-^ould appear to bo the El Dorado of Cas- 
siar. On tho First North Fork, adjacent 
to Messr.s. Phillips & Dawson's claim, tho 
Campbell Co. and tho Pocahontas Co. are 
drifting and by this time it is .Tuppoaed 
that the White Grouse Co. havo reached 
bod-rock. Tho Empire Co. are over 100 
feet below the surface, and 900 feet under 
tho bod of tho creek. When they have 
run 150 or 200 foot moro they will strike 
bed-rock. Tho result of their operations 
is expectantly awaited by other companies 
located in the vicinity. On Snow Crook 
tho Larkin Bros.' and several other claims 
.ore yielding well, and Thibcrt Creek is 
paying wages to upwards of ^50 white 
men and 175 Chinamen. Walker Crook, 
as previously reported, is an undoubted 
failure. Provisions on McDanie aro 
scarce ; Hour is sold at §20 per 100 lbs. 
The steamers Nellie and Gertrude aro 
plying on tho Stickeen river, which is high 
for tho third time this season. Mr. Ben- 
nett, a contractor formerly of this city, 
has accepted a contract to raise the nia- 
cliinory and wreck of tho steamer Beaver, 
but the undertaking is considorod to be a 
diliicult one. On Deaso Creek Janioa 
Welch's claim is paying handsomely. The 
week before Mr. Christie left §3,000 was 
taken out. On the lith July Alexander 
Blackwood, a Canadian, diod of consump- 
tion on Walker Crock. Ho took cold on 
tho way in and died after a brief illness. 

Troublo in a Goal Partaorship. 

Robert Dunsmuir ot ,al. h.avo filed a 
complaint in the Twonty-third District 
Court against Henry B. Borryman for an 
injunction to restrain tho dcfcnd.ant from 
interfering witli or disposing of the credits 
or property of the coi)artneraliip that ex- 
isted botwoon him and xilaiiitiffg for trans- 
acting at Nanainio, British Columbia, tho 
business ot mining and selling coal. A 
dissolution of tho p.artnership is also pray- 
ed for. The complaint alleges that tho 
defendant has been guilty of acrir)U3 mis- 
conduct, in that ho represontod, when tho 
partnership was formed, that ho had on 
liand .and within his control 2,210 tons of 
co.al. Plaintiffs woro accordingly charged 
with one-half of the full value of the coal, 
but about 8'M tons of it was at tho time 
pledged by the defendant as security for 
an indebtedness. An injunction has boon 
issued by Judge Thornton agreeably with 
the prayer of tho plaintiffs. — SanFraiicisco

London, August 10. — ^At a grand 
naval review by the Queen Tueeday 
next tho fleet will coiupriso 10 broad- 
side sliip.s, 8 turret ships, 6 sloops and 
gunboats, and two torpedo boats carry- 
ing a total of 219 guns, GG'Jl ofiicer.i aiul 
nu'u, aggregating 99,531 tons and ~2,- 
350 horse power. The vessels have been 
nppropriatod for lonls of the admiralty, 
members of Uouso of Lords and IIouso 
of Commons and foreign diplomatists 
and other distinguished persons. Tho 
Queen will be on board the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert. Tlio Prince and 
Princess of Wales will ho on board the 
yacht Osborne. 

ViKNNA, August 10. — Elections in 
Hungary continue favorable to the gov- 
ernment. 

Constantinople, Aug. — Tho porte 
has resolved to grant very large cou- 
ce.ssions to Crete;, such us will bo calcu- 
lated to pacify tho inhabitants; but has 
determined' to refuse the demands of 
Greece, deeming them not justifiable. 

Vienna, Aug. 10. — Olllcial reports of 
tho battle of tho 8tli inst. place the 
number of insurgents at considerably 
over 6,000 witli four cannon and a 
rocket battery. The lighting la.sted over 
eight hours, the insurgonts obstinately 
iiolding a succe.ssion of .strong positions. 
The Bosnian lo.ss was 500 killed and 
700 prisoners. On Friday the Aus- 
trians advanced against the strongly 
intrenched position of Vrandnk. The 
porto on Saturday telegraphed to Ter- 
jaoo that an agreement had been reach- 
ed with Au.stria on tho basis for a con- 
vention; that therefore tlio Austriaiis 
enter the Turkish provinces as friends 
and any offer of resistance >vill be to no 
purpose. 

Ro.ME, Aug. 10. — ^Tho minister of 
justice of the Italinii govornment with- 
holds the exequatur from minister >Saii 
Felice, tho new archbishop of Naples, 
thus declaring null • the pontifical bull 
nominating him.

London, Aug. 9. — Russians have be- 
gun to occupy Varna. A proclamation 
has been issued in Herzegovina an- 
nouncing that all per.sons wlio ofTer re- 
sistance to AuKtriaiis will bo tried by 
drum-Head court martial. 

St. Peteiishuhg, Aug. 9. — A dis- 
imtoh dated Tiflis, Aug. 2d, report.s 
that an explosion had occurred in the 
mines of tho fortifications of Kars re- 
.sulting in a fire which destroyed the 
best portion of the city. 

The Official ^fe.fSfn[/cr to-day dwells 
upon smallness of material adrantages 
which have accrued to Bussia through 
ilisrogard by the Berlin congi-ess of 
con.siderations of race in fixing fron- 
tiers. It says the task of Bussia is 
iiosv to sec that the conclusions reached 
are carried into execution to tho small- 
est point, and that if the Porte does 
not observe strictly the conditions of 
the treaty it signs its own sentence.

London, Aug. 9.— London Radicals of 
Southwark propose to nominate Miss 
Helen Taylor for Parliament at tho next 
general election and thus practically raiao 
the question of women's rights. 

A meeting of the executive committee 
of Homo Rule confederation "Wednesday 
p.assed a resolution strongly condemning 
Dr. Is.aae Butt, Libend and Home Ruler, 
member for Limerick, and the majority of 
Homo Rule mombors for their conciliato- 
ry policy toward tho govornment. This 
is probably tho first step in tho crusado 
against Dr. Butts' leadership, which is 
ended for idl practical purpoaea. 

In tho House of Commons last night 
Sir St.aftbrd Northcote said tho govern- 
ment proposed to give careful considera- 
tion to administrative reforms in Asiatic 
Turkey.

TEHEISLTS SHirriNa DlSASTEa. 

?ort7-Seve& Lives Lost on tho Aus- 
tralian Coast.. . 

' i.:,-^ , •-• ; 

An Auckland (New 'Zealand) di.s- 
patoh, Juno 25, says :-^The '"-British 
ship Loch Ard, Captain Gibbs, fi-om 
London to Melbourne, with a cargo 
valued at $.300,000, ^s■as lost near Cape 
Otway on the morning of June 1. Jiliss 
Evoy Carmichael was the only passeii- 
f er saved out of seventeen, and a niid- 
ii'ipman name<l Thomas Peairce is the 
solo .survivor of a crew numbering 
thirty-two. 

For two days previous to tlie morn- 
ing of the 1st Juno the sky wasso over- 
cast that tho captain was unable to take 
observations. At four on the iiioriiing 
of that day he saw Danger llecf, being 
at that time .scarcely half ;i mile from 
tho shore, tlie ship being under closc- 
reofod topsails and running before the 
wind. The captain, who was on dock, 
gave orders to bring tho shii) to the 
wind, but she would not weather the- 
land. Ho then let go both anchors 
with a fifty fathom cabh' to each, Imt 
.she would not hold and the sliij) drag- 
geil. Wlien l.'iO yards from tlu; rock.s 
the captain .slipped Loth anchors and 
tried to put on sail, but only got the 
mainsail set when the vessel struck on 
licr starboard quarter. This was just 
■when it was breaking day, and imme- 
diately the topsail fell over, killing two 
seamen. The captain at ouco ordoreil 
tho crew to get the bouts out for the 
Imly passengtu's ; but this was not done 
as the waves were washing over tho 
decks. Pearce and five other seamen 
got into the lifeboat, but were washed 
over. PearcS swam to the boat and 
kPl>t on it while it drifted into a .small 
bay, whort^ the ship hud struck. .-Vt 
daybreak ho found himself tlrifting to- 
ward the beach and inaiuigcd to get on 
shore. At this time the beach wa.s 
strewed with week and ,drift wootl. 
After he liad recovered he walked about 
to see if there were any of rtio jias.son- 
gers or crew. After a little -ivliiU; lu; 
heard a cry, and' saw a lady about lifly 
yards out. He swam out to Inn: Slio 
a]ipGared to be insensible, but was 
clinging to a spar. From her statement 
it appeared that she was nearly the last 
on board, being in conversation with 
the captain just before the ship went 
down. Tiio captain told her if .she 
should survive to tell hi.s wife that he 
died like a seaman at his post. Before 
Pearce came to her rescue there wore 
two others clinging to the same sjiJir, 
but she saw them washed ofF. This 
young lady was Miss Evelyn Carmi- 
chael. 

Ho dragged her iislioro aiul juillnd 
her into a cave, gave her .some stimu- 
lant, and covered her up, andlaid down 
himself to sleep, being exhausted. I le 
thinks lie must ligve slejit about two 
hours, and on awakening found the 
young lady apparently recovering. He 
thou started to get help, and after some 
considerable difliculty climbed the clilV, 
■which is upward of one hundred foot 
high. After he got on top he walked 
about till he luckily found a track, and 
started on in tho direction of Mr. Gib- 
son's Glenaniple Station. After walk- 
ing on tlio track about two miles ho 
w'ns met by a man in i\lv. Gibson's eni- 
ploy, named George Ford, -who, after 
making enquiries of Pearce, started 
back to the station and brought Mr. 
Gibson back with him, Peai-ce having 
gone back to the, ^dy to give' her the 
good \mv,-H that help was at hand ; when 
to liis horror, on arriving at the cave 
■svlicre lie had left her, .she was not to 
bo found. He searched about till Mr. 
G-ibson. came, and then they together 
searched J but she evidently had str.ay- 
cd away, and they wore afraid that she 
had got washed into the sea again; 
w'licn, just as it was getting dark, Cleo. 
Ford, who ■was searching among some 
scrub, hoard a faint cry, " Oh, I am dy- 
ing !" Ho wont to thfi spot, and found 
the young lady. After Mr. ' Gibson 
came up they at once endeavored to get 
her to tho top of the clilV. She was 
nearly bare of clothing. Jtlr. Gibson 
took ofl" his own l)Oots and slockiiig.s 
and put tliciii on her, anil got her into 
his buggy, which he had sent for, and 
drove her to the homo station, arriving 
there about 2 a.ni.| when Mrs. Gibson 
very kindly took charge of her, and has 
since continued to take every possible 
care of her.
